IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION YN MARCH 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that’ 633,600) 
tons of pig iron were produced in March, as compared'with 
584,700 tons in February, 554,200 tons in March, 1935;-and 
a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The figtee for 
last month is the highest recorded since March, 1930. 


The March output included 125,000 tons of hematite, 
371,200 tons of basic, 108,700. tons of foundry and 13,000 tons 
of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of March numbered 109, the 
same number as at the end of the previous month. 


The March production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 980,100 tons, compared with 938,500 tons in 
February, 841,900 tons in March, 1935, and a monthly 
average of 638,600 tons in 19138. The output in March, 1936, 
is the highest monthly production on record.

LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR MARCH QUARTER 


The statistics issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping 
regarding merchant vessels under construction at the end 
of March last show that in Great Britain and Ireland there 
is an increase of 99,275 tons in the work in hand as com 
pared with the figures for the previous quarter. The preset 
total of tonnage under construction—842,361—is 286,546 
more than the tonnage which was being built at the end of 
March, 1935, and is the highest quarterly total recorded 
since December, 1930. It exceeds the aggregate tonnage DOW 
under construction in the six leading countries abroad. 


The tonnage on which work was suspended at the end of 
March last amounted to 14,288, being composed entirely of 
steamers. 


About 114,000 tons—13-5 per cent. of the tonnage 00% 
being built in this country—are intended for registrati 
abroad or for sale. 


The tonnage now under construction abroad*—977,753—# 
about 178,000 more than the work which was in hand at # 
end of December last.

hand abroad, on which work has been suspended comprises 
only two motorships of 625 tons.

The quarterly total for the world shows an increase of 
96,961 tons over the figures at the end of December last, 
and is the highest recorded since June, 1931. 

In Great Britain and Ireland construction was commenced 
upon 232,523 tons during the last three months, a decrease 
of 78,577 tons as compared with the corresponding total for 
the December quarter. During the quarter ended March 
last, 194,275 tons were launched in Great Britain and 
ireland, an increase of 62,1386 tons as compared with the 
previous quarter, Similar figures for abroad are 352,116 
tons commenced, and 202,401 tons launched, showing, as 
compared with the previous quarter, an increase of 76,004 
in the tonnage commenced, and a decrease of 23,996 in the 
tonnage launched. 

Steam and motor oil tankers under construction in the 
world amount to 76 vessels of 600,896 tons, of which 21 
vessels of 160,670 tons are being built in Great Britain and 
Ireland, 16 vessels of 148,100 tons in Germany, 12 of 73,485 
tons in Holland, seven of 63,700 tons in Sweden, six of 
(5,300 tons in the United States, six of 45,065 tons in Japan, 
three of 26,200 tons in Denmark, and one of 15,456 tons in 
France. 

Of the 842,361 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of March, 402,890 tons consisted of 
notorships, while at the same date the motorship tonnage 
heing constructed abroad (669,273) was 363,043 in excess of 
that of the steamers. 

The vessels being built in the world at the end of March 
include two steamers and 28 motorships of between 8,000 and 
10,000 tons each; eight steamers and 25 motorships of 
between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; one steamer and one motor- 
ship of between 20,000 and 30,000 tons; and two steamers 
exceeding 30,000 tons each.

OVERSEA TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1935 


The Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports and Exports 
for December, 1935, recently made available by the 
Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra, shows an increase 
in both imports and exports of merchandise, compared with 
December, 1934. Imports were higher in value by 29 per 
cent. (£stg.7,258,000 in December, 1935, as against 
£stg.5,613,000 in December, 1934), and exports were higher 
by 27 per cent. (£stg.10,781,000 in December, 1935, as 
against £stg.8,461,000 in December, 1934). 


The favourable commodity balance of trade in December, 
1935, was £stg.3,523,000, as compared with a favourable 
balance of £stg.2,848,000 in December, 1934. The favour- 
able commodity balance of trade in November, 1935, was 
£stg.4,303,000. 


The favourable commodity balance for the six months 
July-December, 1935, was £stg.5,528,000, an improvement 
of £stg.4,325,000 as compared with the favourable com- 
modity balance of £stg.1,203,000 for July-December, 1934. 
Including bullion and specie the favourable balance for 
July-December, 1935, was £stg.10,224,000, against a favour- 
able balance of £stg.4,819,000 for the six months of 1934.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN FEBRUARY 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
February, 1936, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed decreases in the values of imports and re-exports 
with an increase in exports, states a press note forwarded 
by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta from the Director- 
General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. 


The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 10,47 lakhs, a decrease of Rs. 2,59 as compared with the 
preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and manufac- 
tures increased by Rs. 1,15 lakhs from Rs. 13,96 lakhs in 
January, 1936, to Rs. 15,11 lakhs in the month under 
report. Re-exports fell by Rs. 8 lakhs and amounted t 
Rs. 29 lakhs. The comparison of the trade figures for Feb- 
ruary, 1936, and the eleven months April-February, 1935-36, 
with those of the preceding month and the corresponding 
period of the preceding year, respectively, is as follows:—

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in February, 1936, was 
Ks, 5,84 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 4,21 
lakhs in January, 1936, and Rs. 8,07 lakhs in February, 
1935. During the eleven months ended February, 1936, the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs, 60,34 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs, 67,70 lakhs in the corresponding period of the preceding 
year, The balance of remittances of funds in February, 
1936, was minus Rs. 3,49 lakhs and in the eleven months 
ended February, 1936, minus Rs. 42,27 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with February, 1935, the imports of food, 
drink and tobacco in February, 1936, fell by Rs. 14 lakhs to 
Rs, 93 lakhs, and raw materials and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured by Rs. 42 lakhs to Rs. 1,19 lakhs, while articles 
vholly and mainly manufactured rose by Rs. 42 lakhs to 
Rs, 8,14 lakhs. 


Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. 
ind above (including beet), decreased by 12,100 tons to 
1,300 tons in quantity and by Rs. 11 lakhs to Rs. 1 lakh in 
value. Rice not in the husk declined by 9,800 tons to 6,500 
tons in quantity and by Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs in value. 
There were heavy imports of wheat in the month under 
report, amounting to 6,500 tons, valued at Rs. 5 lakhs; while 
there were no imports in February, 1935. 


Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil declined by 
\7 million gallons to 4°7 million gallons in quantity and 
by Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs in value. Imports of mineral 
dls other than kerosene also declined from 13°9 million 
gallons to 12-7 million gallons in quantity and from Rs. 36 
lakhs to Rs. 27 lakhs in value. Raw cotton (chiefly imported 
from Egypt, Kenya Colony and the United States) showed a 
decrease of 2,400 tons in quantity and of Rs. 25 lakhs in 
value, and stood at 3,100 tons, valued at Rs. 27 lakhs. 


Under manufactured articles, imports of machinery and 
nillwork advanced from Rs. 98 lakhs to Rs. 1,29 lakhs. 
Imports of cotton manufactures (including yarn) fell in the 
‘ggregate by Rs. 25 lakhs to Rs. 1,48 lakhs. Cotton twist 
and yarn rose from 3°7. million Ibs. to 3-9 million Ibs. in 
quantity, but the value fell from Rs. 32 lakhs to Rs. 30 
lakhs, Under cotton piece-goods, grey goods fell from 25°4 
million yards to 22-8 million yards in quantity, and from 
Rs. 34 lakhs to Rs. 30 lakhs in value; white goods fell from 
191 million yards to 14-0 million yards in quantity and from 
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Rs. 374 lakhs to Rs. 303 lakhs in value; coloured goods also 
declined from 28-3 million yards to 23:9 million yards in 
quantity and from Rs. 57 lakhs to Rs. 47 lakhs in value. 
The number of motor cars imported amounted to 1,005, and 
that of motor lorries, buses and vans to 1,017, as against 
1,206 and 887, respectively, in February, 1935. The value 
of motor cars imported amounted to Rs. 19 lakhs and that 
of motor lorries, buses and vans to Rs. 12 lakhs, as compared 
with Rs. 21 lakhs and Rs. 11 lakhs, respectively, in the 
corresponding month of the preceding year. There were 
noticeable increases under coal-tar dyes (+ Rs. 11 lakhs), 
electrical machinery (+ Rs. 8 lakhs), hardware (+ Rs. 7 
lakhs), tubes, pipes, ete. (iron or steel) and paper (+ Rs. 6

Compared with February, 1935, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in February, 1936, declined by Rs. 28 lakhs to 
Rs. 2,41 lakhs. Exports of tea decreased by 1-1 million Ibs. 
to 17-6 million lbs. in quantity, but the value increased by 
Rs. 9-9 lakhs to Rs. 1,13 lakhs. Spices showed a decrease of 
Rs. 2 lakhs and stood at Rs. 44 lakhs, pepper being mainly 
responsible for the decline. Shipments of rice, not in the 
husk, fell from 202,000 tons to 100,000 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 1,24 lakhs to Rs. 75 lakhs in value. Shipments of 
wheat rose from 122 tons to 187 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 21,000 to Rs. 28,000 in value. Shipments of beans 
increased from 1,200 tons to 4,100 tons in quantity and 
from Rs, 1 lakh to Rs, 2 lakhs in value. Barley declined 
sharply from 1,812 tons, valued at Rs. 1,20,000, to only 5 
tons, valued at Rs. 300. Exports of raw tobacco improved 
by 740,000 Ibs. to 1,919,000 Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 3 
lakhs to Rs. 4 lakhs in value. 

Raw materials and produce exported increased by Rs. 1,94 
lakhs to Rs. 9,07 lakhs. Under this group, shipments of 
seeds advanced from 39,800 tons to 74,000 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 68 lakhs to Rs. 1,14 lakhs in value. Of the 
total shipments of 74,000 tons, groundnut was responsible 
for 52,500 tons, valued at Rs. 823 lakhs, and linseed for 
16,000 tons, valued at Rs. 223 lakhs. Exports of raw jute 
decreased from 70,000 tons to 60,000 tons in quantity, but 
increased in value from Rs. 1,10 lakhs to Rs. 1,12 lakhs. 


. Exports of raw skins improved slightly from 1,711 tons, 


valued at Rs. 23 lakhs to 1,716 tons, valued at Rs. 25 
lakhs. Raw hides also rose by 600 tons to 2,500 tons 
in quantity and in value by Rs. 2} lakhs to Rs. 12 
lakhs. Dispatches of raw cotton improved from 65,700 tons 
to 89,500 tons in quantity and from Rs. 3,88 lakhs to Rs. 5,00 
lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 89,500 tons in 
February, 1936, Japan, the largest purchaser, took 52,100 
tons or 58 per cent., the United Kingdom 9,500 tons or 11 
per cent., France 6,700 tons or 7 per cent., Germany 5,500 
tons or 6 per cent., Belgium 5,400 tons or 6 per cent., 
Spain 2,000 tons, Italy 1,400 tons, and the United States 
1,200 tons. Exports of lac increased in quantity from 38,100 
ewts. in February, 1935, to 44,400 ewts. in February, 1936, 
but the value fell from Rs. 214 lakhs to Rs. 14 lakhs. Ex- 
ports of raw wool rose from 1-0 million lbs., valued at Rs. 4 
lakhs, to 2:3 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 11 lakhs, in Febru- 
ary, 1936. Exports of teak wood improved from 1,600 c. tons 
to 5,600 c. tons in quantity and from Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 11 
lakhs in value. Exports of manganese ore rose from 33,900 
tons to 39,100 tons in quantity and from Rs. 5% lakhs to 
Rs. 7 lakhs in value. There was an improvement in exports 
of raw rubber from 1:7 million lbs. to 2-2 million Ibs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Oil- 
cakes rose from 22,500 tons to 31,300 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 19} lakhs in value. The quantity of 
raw hemp exported decreased from 79,000 ewts. in Febru- 
ary, 1935, to 75,000 ewts. in February, 1936, but the value 
rose from Rs. 6 lakhs to Rs. 7 lakhs. 


Manufactured goods increased by Rs. 45 lakhs to Rs. 3,41 
lakhs. Gunny cloth increased from 84:6 million yards to 95'1 
million yards in quantity and from Rs. 87 lakhs to Rs. 94 
lakhs in value. Exports of gunny bags rose in number from 
28-8 millions to 33-0 millions and from Rs. 68 lakhs to 
Rs. 74 lakhs in value. Exports of tanned skins rose by 169 
tons in quantity and in value by Rs. 23 lakhs. Shipments of 
pig lead advanced in quantity from 88,600 cwts. to 133,000 
cwts. and in value from Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 184 lakhs, and 
those of pig iron from 41,700 tons to 51,800 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 12 lakhs in value. Exports of 
paraffin wax improved from 4,500 tons to 4,900 tons in

TRADE witH ForEIGN CouNTRIES: SHIPPING MOVEMENT 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
40-3 per cent. in February, 1935, to 39-6 per cent. in Febru- 
ary, 1936, but that in exports rose from 24 per cent. to 
26 per cent. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United 
States in the month under report were 12, 15 and 7 per 
cent. respectively under imports and 5, 22 and 8 per cent. 
under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels that entered into and cleared 
from British India with cargoes from and to foreign 
countries and British Possessions during the month of 
February, 1936, amounted to 705,000 and 691,000 respec- 
tively. The corresponding figures were returned at 677,000 
and 690,000 in January, 1936, and 637,000 and 672,000 in 
February, 1935. During the eleven months ending Febru- 
ary, 1936, the tonnage of vessels that entered and cleared 
with cargoes amounted, respectively, to 7,584,000 and 
7,536,000, as compared with 7,183,000 and 7,344,000 in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year.

Official statistics again show a rise in the total value of 
overseas trade in February, the increase being even more 
marked than that shown by the January statistics, namely, 
24-4 million kroner, in comparison with February, 1935. 
Imports were about 15-5 million kroner higher in Febru- 
ary this year, but the value of exports also showed an in- 
crease of about 8-9 million kr. 

In imports practically all groups of commodities showed 
an increase, but the value of ships imported was par- 
ticularly high in February, at 7-4 million kr., as compared 
with 1-1 million kr. in February, 1935. 

In exports there was a rise in herring, fish, and canned 
goods, wood pulp, artificial fertilisers, crude and _ semi- 
manufactured metals, skins, oils, ores and ships,

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS AND FINANCIAL CONDITIONS 


General business activity has been rather well maintained 
in recent weeks, despite the appearance of two adverse 1- 
fluences of great importance, states the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York in its monthly Survey for March. 
One of these was the disastrous floods that swept through 
the Eastern States about the middle of the month. The 
other was the situation in Europe resulting from the occupa- 
tion of the demilitarised Rhineland zone by German troops. 


The index of business activity of the Guaranty Trust 
Yompany for February shows an advance over the January 
figure that is almost entirely attributable to a sharp contra- 
seasonal increase in bituminous coal production. Com- 
modity prices in general have also moved within a compar®- 
tively narrow range, with an unusually small number o! 
sharp fluctuations reported in the last few weeks. 


During the first half of this month the even course of 
business activity was maintained, with a more pronoun 
upward tendency in certain directions. To some extent 
the advance was due to seasonal factors. Electric powe?, 
steel, construction, automobiles, petroleum, and textiles 
were among the industries in which gains were reported. 
Railway freight loadings during the second week showed 4 
rather marked decline, mainly due to a smaller movement

not yet reached their most serious stages. 


TRENDS IN LEADING INDUSTRIES 


The steel industry is among the few branches of business 
in which current reports clearly reflect the consequences of 
the floods. Press dispatches indicated that practically every 
industrial plant within twenty-five to fifty miles of Pitts- 
bargh, located along the flooded rivers, was shut down, and 
that it would require from ten days to six weeks to resume 
gerations in many of the steel mills. 

Although the effects on the textile industry cannot be 
yeurately measured, it is known that scores of mills in 
Maine, Massachusetts and Connecticut were forced to close. 
Virtually all the cotton mills in Maine were reported to be 
dut down, and at three principal centres in Massachusetts 
gone it was stated that about 25,000 workers were idle. 
ju some instances where the plants themselves were not 
fooded, power failures forced the suspension of operations. 

While the index of factory employment compiled by the 
Department of Labour rose slightly last month, the gain was 
gmewhat smaller than is usual in February. The develop- 
nents of recent months tend to support the view that re- 
ployment has not kept pace with expanding production. 
Yany explanations have been offered for this tendency, 
among the most plausible of which are the adoption of full- 
time schedules in some factories where part-time operations 
yere previously in effect and the progressive spread of im- 
proved productive methods tending to promote economy in 
labour costs. 

Construction contracts awarded in February, as reported 
ty the F. W. Dodge Corporation, were sharply below the 
January total, but were nearly twice as large as those of a 
year before. The decline from the January figure was attri- 
buted largely to the exceptionally unfavourable weather that 
prevailed over a large part of the country, making outdoor 
york virtually impossible in many localities and seriously 
hampering deliveries of materials in others. 

Automobile production also declined to a figure substan- 
tilly below that for the corresponding period a year ago. 
The significance of the recession is rather doubtful in view 
ofthe altered policy with respect to the introduction of new 
nodels adopted by the industry last autumn, which has 
rsulted in a new seasonal element that cannot yet be accu- 
rtely determined. The rate of operations has risen steadily 
in the last few weeks, and producers continue to show 
ptimism regarding the outlook for the current season as a 
whole. 


ForeIGN TRADE 


The principal feature of the foreign trade report for Feb- 
nary was the reappearance of an import surplus for the 
frst time since last July. Exports were smaller than in 
January, while imports were slightly larger. Both exports 
ad imports were substantially in excess of the respective 
iotals a year ago. Although the aggregate value of exports 
ad imports was slightly smaller than in January, the move- 
went was seasonal in character. With allowance for seasonal 
influences, last month’s total was the largest since October, 
181, with the exception of the last two months of 1935.

CERTAIN OPTICAL APPARATUS 


By the Safeguarding of Industries (Exemption) No. 4 
Order, 1936, dated March 31, 1936, made by the Treasury 
under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, the following 
goods have been exempted from Key Industry duty imposed 
by Section 1 of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1926 :— 


A cinematograph camera capable of producing, simul- 
taneously, identical exposures upon three separate 
films, together with its sound-deadening cover, 
stand and motor. 

An optical projection apparatus adapted for producing 
a combined image in colour from three separate 
negative cinematograph films. 

An optical projection apparatus, incorporating register 
contro] devices, adapted for printing matrices used 
in the production of cinematograph film in colour. 


The exemption becomes operative in respect of goods of 
the above descriptions not entered with the Customs or de- 
livered from bonded warehouse, as the case may be, before 
April 8, 1936, and remains in force for a period ending on 
August 19, 1936. 

Imported goods exempted from Key Industry duty under 
this Order become liable to duty under the Import Duties 
Act, 1932. The words ‘‘ Exempt from Key Industry duty 
under Treasury Order of 31st March, 1936,’’ are to be in- 
serted in the Customs entry for goods in respect of which 
exemption from Key Industry duty is claimed under this 
Order. 

The Order involves amendments to Part 6 (Key Industry 
Duty) of the Customs and Excise Tariff dated January 1, 
1936, at page 189. ,

WHEAT ACT, 1932: QUOTA PAYMENTS IN 
RESPECT OF IMPORTED FLOUR AND PRE- 
ENTRY OF FLOUR EXPORTED OR SHIPPED 


AS STORES 


1. General.—Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) No. 1 
Order, 1936, dated February 19, 1936, made by the Minister 
of Agriculture and Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, 
a quota payment at the rate of 14:4 pence per hundred- 
weight, i.e. 3s. per sack of 280 lb., must be made to the 
Wheat Commission in respect of all imported flour as de- 
fined in the Act entered for home consumption or home use 
during the period commencing February 23, 1936. This 
applies to flour imported from the Channel Islands, Isle of 
Man or any part of the British Empire and to flour being 
returned to the United Kingdom after previous exportation. 
The address of the Wheat Commission is 10, Smith Square, 
London, S.W.1. 


2. Definition of Flour.—Section 20 (1) of the Act defines 
‘* flour ’’ as the products produced by the milling of wheat, 
and includes all such products except substances separated 
in the milling as wheat offals, and (subject to the provisions 
of subsection (2) of this section) where such products as 
aforesaid are mixed with other substances, whether or not 
produced by the milling of wheat and whether milled with 
the wheat or subsequently added, the mixture shall be 
deemed to be flour. 


‘* Wheat Offals ’’? means the residual products which, in 
the process of milling wheat, are extracted therefrom as 
germ or for animal or poultry food. 


Subsection (2) of the Section referred to above is as 
follows :— 
(2) Notwithstanding anything in the definition of 
flour contained in the last foregoing subsection— 

(a) where any flour consists of a mixture contain- 
ing substances not produced by the milling of wheat, 
bye-laws of the Wheat Commission made in that 
behalf may direct that, as respects that mixture, 
those substances shall be deemed not to form part of 
the flour ; 

(b) if in any parcel containing substances produced 
by the milling of wheat the weight of those sub- 
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stances, other than wheat offals, does not exceed 
seven and a half per cent. of the weight of the parcel, 
the parcel shall be deemed not to contain flour. 


No. 19 of the Bye-laws of the Wheat Commission directs 
that, as respects any flour consisting of a mixture to which 
this bye-law applies, the substances contained therein which 
are not produced by the milling of wheat shall be deemed 
not to form part of the flour.

Wheat Semolina (as distinct from Maize Semolina), 
Wheat Malt Flour and Malted Wheat Flour are, however, 
liable to quota payment. 

Any reference to flour in this leaflet is to be read as a 
reference to flour as defined. 


3. To whom Quota Payment to be made.—The quota pay- 
ment is to be made to the Wheat Commission and not to an 
Officer of Customs and Excise. 


4. Prescribed form of Receipt, and production and sur- 
render to the proper Officer of Customs and Excise.—The 
forms of receipt for Quota payments are prescribed in the 
Bye-laws of the Wheat Commission and the Schedules 
thereto, to which reference should be made. It will be 
necessary for the importer or his agent to insert in the 
space provided on the forms of receipt particulars of the 
net weight of the flour, the total number of packages, the 
distinguishing marks, etc. After signature by the importer 
or his agent, the documents must be produced and sur- 
rendered to the proper officer of Customs and Excise at the 
place of importation at the time when the usual import 
entry for the flour for home use is presented. (As regards 
delivery of flour from bonded warehouse, see paragraph 6 
below.) 


5. Persons by whom entries or declarations on forms of 
receipt may be signed.—The statement in the entry or de- 
claration on the form of receipt must be signed by the 
actual importer, if an individual, or a clerk in his employ- 
ment duly authorised in writing. In the case of a private 
company or firm, the statement may be made by one of the 
partners or a clerk in their employment duly authorised in 
writing. When the goods are imported by a limited com- 
pany the statement may be signed by the managing director 
or secretary, without authorisation under the seal of the 
company, or by any other officer of the company duly 
authorised under the seal of the company. 

Signatures to statements will also be accepted from a firm 
carrying on business as shipping or forwarding agents to 
whom the importer has given the necessary authority in 
writing to act as agent for Customs purposes. This written

authority will be taken to apply also to the agent’s clerks 
or servants. 


Where the statement is signed by a clerk in the employ. 
ment of an importer or of an authorised firm and not by g 
person himself expressly authorised, the statement must 
bear the signatory’s full signature, viz.: ‘‘ A.B., clerk to 
X and Co.,’’ and not merely ‘‘ X and Co.”’ or “‘ X and Qo, 
p-p. A.B.”’ The letters of authority referred to in this para. 
graph may be limited to a specific importation or be g 
general authority from an importer, firm or company for 
an employee or agent to act. 


Any letter of authority presented will be retained by the 
Customs and Excise Department. 


6. Warehousing of Flour and Delivery from Warehouse, 
-——Flour may at the time of importation be deposited in 
bonded warehouse approved for the purpose, and in such 
cases the quota payment receipt must be surrendered to the 
proper officer of Customs and Excise when the flour is re. 
moved from the warehouse for home consumption. 


7. Pre-entry of flour, whether home-milled or imported, 
intended for exportation as merchandise or shipment as 
stores.—Section 6 of the Act requires that all such flour 
shall be pre-entered by the exporter or shipper before ex. 
portation or shipment, and failure to make such pre-entry 
renders the exporter or shipper liable to a penalty of £10 
and the flour liable to forfeiture. 

Flour on which drawback is claimed under the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 11) Order, 1935, must be pre. 
entered in triplicate on Form No. 135 (Sale); see para- 
graph 7 of Notice No, 356. 

In other cases pre-entry should be made on Shipping Bill 
No. 64 (Sale) or Shipping Bill No, 36 (Sale), in either case 
in duplicate, according to whether the flour is shipped as 
merchandise or as ships’ stores except when flour is shipped 
as stores on H.M. ships in which case Shipping Bill No. 
101/102 (Sale) in duplicate should be used. 

The flour must be produced before shipment to the proper 
Officer of Customs and Excise for examination and, except 
in the case of flour shipped from a bonded warehouse, he 
will issue a certificate of shipment to the exporter or shipper 
on the appropriate copy of the shipping bill for the 
quantity of flour actually shipped.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, DRAWBACK 
UNDER THE FINANCE ACT, 1932: SOYA BEANS 


1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 3) Order, 
1936, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, the Treasury have approved as from 
April 9, 1936, two schemes for the allowance of drawback, 
subject to the conditions set out below, on the exportation 
of goods of the descriptions specified in column 1 of the 
table annexed hereto, in respect of Soya Beans used in the 
manufacture thereof on which duty has been charged under 
Part I of the Import Duties Act, 1932. 


1932: 


2. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty-paid),

Revenue Commissioners, either manilla paper or packing or 
Wapping paper (whether of manilla or any other descrip- 
tion) and, in either case, is imported in sheets or rolls, and 
8, when fully extended, of a weight equivalent to more than 
lllbs. but not more than 90 lbs. to the ream of 480 double 
‘town sheets measuring 30 inches by 20 inches. This duty 
8 not payable on any article which is made from paper 
chargeable with this duty, nor on any paper which is, at 
importation, used as packing or wrapping for another 
article, nor on any paper of the following descriptions : — 

(a) Imitation parchment (including vegetable parch- 
mentised paper) ; 

(b) Greaseproof paper; 

(c) Paper which has been subjected to a process of 
waterproofing by means of oil, wax, tar, or pitch. 

(d) Paper so coated or treated as to produce a surface 
which is an imitation of metal. 

(e) Transparent cellulose wrapping paper. 

(f) Glazed transparent paper. 
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The duty imposed by this Order is in addition to the duty 
of 5 per cent. ad valorem payable on unprinted paper. 

Provision is made in the Order for the duty-free admission 
of goods chargeable with the duty, under licence, subject to 
certain conditions, 


FOREIGN 


ALBANIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 12, 1935 (page 380), H.M. Re- 
presentative at Durazzo has forwarded a translation of a 
Decree-Law, published in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ” of Febru- 
ary 27, which extends, with certain modifications, the opera- 
tion of the previous law to the end of June, 1936. 

The provisions for the control of the import into Albania 
of thin paper, which figured in the original Decree-Law, do 
not appear in the new law, as the importation of this article 
was made the subject of a separate Decree-Law on Octo- 
ber 4, 1935 (see the ‘“‘ B.T.J.” of December 19, page 866). 

With regard to the import of cement, the Council of 
Ministers is empowered to alter the regulations at its discre- 
tion. As, at present, there is no domestic production of 
cement in Albania and the 25 per cent. quota provided for 
under the law is insufficient for the country’s needs, a quota 
of 100 per cent. has been decreed until such time as the 
factory producing cement is in operation again. 

The Government is authorised to fix the sale price of 
cement, both of domestic and foreign manufacture. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
SUPPLEMENTARY DUTIES ON GRAIN

The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of April 4 announces that 
the period of validity of import licences for coal has been 
increased from 45 to 90 days from the date of issue. This 
alteration applies to licences already issued and still valid, 
but not to those whose period of validity has expired without 
having been prolonged. No applications for the extension 
of the period of validity of licences will be entertained in 
the future. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN SEA-GOING VESSELS 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’? of April 3 contains a 
Decree, dated March 26, which provides that a licence must 
be obtained for the import into France of sea-going vessels 
of iron or steel of more than 100 tons gross burden and less 
than five years old, including their hulls (Tariff Nos. 615, 
616 and 618 ter). 

It is stated in the Preamble to the Decree that it is not 
intended to limit foreign imports of these vessels, but to use 
such imports as a new factor in commercial negotiations.

NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


H.M. Consul-General at Batavia has forwarded a copy ofa 
Decision of the Director of Economic Affairs which provides, 
in regard to the importation into the Netherlands Eas 
Indies of the goods mentioned in the various Import 
Ordinances in 1935 and 1936, namely :—Bath towels; cotton 
blankets; sanitary earthenware; cast-iron cooking pans; 
cotton sewing yarns; wrapping paper; unbleached cotton 
materials; motor-car tyres; colour-woven textiles; synthetic 
manures; bleached cotton materials; beer; electric bulbs; 
textiles [see notice in the ‘“‘B.T.J.” of January 23, 193% 
(page 151)]; ready-made clothing ; and cement, and also the 
goods covered by Import Licensing Ordinance, 1935-36, II:— 

Tuat the importation of goods licensed or restricted by 
the aforementioned ordinances and in accordance with the 
aforementioned regulations, which are loaded in a vessel 
on or later than March 16, destined for the Netherlands 
Indies (in so far as these goods have been manufactured in 
a country which has been especially mentioned in the allot- 
ment granted to the importer) may only take place (unless 
special exemption has heen granted by the Director) on the 
condition that a certificate of origin be submitted to the 
Customs in addition to the necessary import licence. This 
certificate of origin, which has to be issued by the competent 
authority, must indicate the country of origin of the respec- 
tive restricted or licensed goods. 

Tuat, unless special exemption has been granted, the im- 
port licences to be issued by the Crisis Import Bureau must

‘“* A certification of origin is required by, and shall be 
submitted to, the Customs.”’

PORTUGAL (MADEIRA)
